presented a plan which meets the ap- 
proval of President Roosevelt, Speaker 
Calinon and Senator Hale of Maine. 
who constitute the only real lawmak- 
ers of the country so far as legisin- 
tion for the army and navy is con- 
cerned. 
The plan provides for a 10 per cent. 
increase in the salaries of the lleuten- 
ant-general of the army, 15 per cent. 
for major and  brigadier-wenérals, 
colonels, lieutenant-colonel= and ma- 
jors, 28 per cent. for captains and first 
and second lieutenants, and 3 per 
cent. for enlisted men. 
Inasmuch as existing law requires 
that officers in the navy shal! be paid 
the same in corresponding grades, the 
intreases apply to them as well, the 
nine senior rear-admirals correspond- 
ing to major-generals, the nine junior 
rear-admirais to  brigadier-generals. 


captains to colenels, commanders to! 
Heutenant-colonels, lieutenant - 
to en jonior Reutenauts to first 


and ensigns to second 
lieutenants. 

HOW THE INCREASES FPIGURE. 
Under the new table, the pay of the 
ieutenant-general will be increased 
from $11,000 to $12,100. The navy, hav- 
ing no vice-admiral, there is no cor- 
responding rank in the army. 
Major-generals will feceive $8615 in- 
stead of $73; brigadier-generals 
$6325, instead of $5500. : 
All officers under the grades of rear- 
admiral and general receive longevity 
pay, which 1s. 10 per cent. increase ev- 
ery five years for a period not exceed- 
ing twenty years. 

All colonels and leutenan . 
many majors and some captains, hav- 
ing served twenty years or more, are 
entilted to #0 per cent. more than the 
base pay, with this limitation: That 
colonels may not receive more than 
$4600, and heut colonels not more 
than $4000. 

Under the proposed law, the limit of 
colonels will probably be raised to 
$5500, the salary now received by 
brigadiers. If that limit is not placed 
upon them, the base pay will be $4200, 
to which, the longevity pay of $1680, 
will be added to unless the law fixes the 
Umm at $5500. If no limit is placed on 
the pay of HWeutenant-colonels, they 
will receive a base pay of $3600 instead 
of $3000, and to that will be added $1440 
for all those who have served twenty 
years, makink the pay of leutenant- 
colonels $5040 instead of $4000. 
CAPTAINS AND LIEUTENANTS. 
Captains now having a basing pay 
of $1800, under the new law it would 
be $2160, with $900 added for twenty 
years” service. First lieutenants, 
mounted, now receive $1600. Under the 
new law, they will get $2000. Foot 
first lieutenants now receive $1500. 
Under the new plan, they will receive 
$1875. Allowing them longevity pay for 
five years’ service, the mounted first 
lieutenants will receive $2600 and the 
unmounted $2062. 

In making up the bill for increasing 
the salaries of officers, the enlisted 
man had to come in to make the plan 
popular for there is a general convic- 
tion that he, more than the officers of 
the army and navy, is underpaid and 
under-valued. Certainly, the recruit- 
ing officers in both branches have 
learned that the present pay given our 
privates and jackies is no inducement 
to enlistment.
